department, EXCEPT THAT THE SCHOOL MAY ADVERTISE A COURSE AS PENDING APPROVAL 32 
BEFORE ITS APPROVAL. 33 

2.  Promote or advertise the school using false or misleading 34 
statistics or testimonials or any other form of deceptive advertisement. 35 

E.  The commissioner may determine minimal CONTENT requirements for 36 
approving educational courses and APPROPRIATE PROFESSIONAL QUALIFICATIONS for 37 
approving instructors to teach individual educational courses.  EDUCATIONAL 38 
COURSE AND INSTRUCTOR APPROVALS SHALL NOT BE UNREASONABLY WITHHELD. 39 

F.  At least thirty days before holding a course of study for 40 
completion of the education requirements leading to licensure of real estate 41 
applicants or for license renewal requirements, an application AND THE FEE 42 
PRESCRIBED IN SECTION 32-2132 for a certificate of course approval OR RENEWAL 43 
must be filed with SUBMITTED TO the department.  FOR A LIVE CLASSROOM COURSE, 44 
THE APPLICATION SHALL INCLUDE A COURSE OUTLINE WITH SUFFICIENT DETAIL TO 45

A.  The department shall determine the instructor qualifications for 15 

teaching broker management clinics and the course content of broker 16 
management clinics for persons required to attend these clinics pursuant to 17 
subsection C of this section. 18 

B.  A broker management clinic shall include instruction on department 19 
audits and on the obligations and responsibilities of designated brokers.  A 20 
broker management clinic shall address record keeping requirements, trust 21 
fund accounts, advertising and promotions, listing EMPLOYMENT agreements, 22 
contracts, fiduciary duties, material disclosures, department investigations, 23 
and RISK MANAGEMENT, employee supervision and broker responsibilities AND 24

C.  An applicant for an original real estate broker's license shall 27 
attend a broker management clinic before activating the license.  A broker 28 
shall attend a broker management clinic before becoming a designated broker, 29 
unless the broker has attended a broker management clinic during the 30 
preceding twenty-three months.  All active designated real estate brokers 31 
shall attend a broker management clinic once during every two year licensing 32 
period after their initial attendance. 33 

D.  Attendance at a broker management clinic constitutes three SIX 34 
clock-hours of real estate oriented education pursuant to section 32-2130, 35 
subsection A.  THE BROKER MANAGEMENT CLINIC MAY BE APPROVED BY THE DEPARTMENT 36 
AND ADMINISTERED AND TAUGHT BY THE SCHOOL AS A SINGLE SIX-HOUR COURSE OR MAY 37 
BE APPROVED AND TAUGHT IN TWO THREE-HOUR COURSES.  38 

Sec. 6.  Requirements for enactment; two-thirds vote 39 
Pursuant to article IX, section 22, Constitution of Arizona, this act 40 

is effective only on the affirmative vote of at least two-thirds of the 41 
members of each house of the legislature and is effective immediately on the 42 
signature of the governor or, if the governor vetoes this act, on the 43 
subsequent affirmative vote of at least three-fourths of the members of each 44 
house of the legislature. 45
